Escaped Asylum Inmate 
Victim. 

The body of Wm. Hamilton, who 
escaped from the Kentucky Eastern 
Asylum, at Lexington, Sunday after- 
noon was found on the right-of-way of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
about five miles of Paris at 6:30 
o clock. 

It was evident that life had been 
extinct for several hours and the body 
had almost reached a state of de 
composition. • 

The discovery of the body was made 
by a track walker yesterday morning 
about one mile from Hutchison sta- 
tion, and the matter was immediately 
reported to Coroner Rudolph Davis, 
who went to the scene immediately 
and had the body removed to the 
underaking establishment of Mr. Geo. 
VV. Davis. For a time it was thought 
the body was that of James A. Stout, 
of Danville. Asjthe only thing found 
that would lead to his identitfication, 
was a copy of a Louisville newspaper, 
addressed to "Jas, A. Stout. Eastern 
Kentucky Asylum, Lexington Ky.," 
was found in his pocket, together with 
a small.^ball of yarn'and several 'nieces 
of leather. Later developments, how- 
ever, disclosed the fact that the body 
was not that of Stout. 

It is supposed Hamilton, whose 
home is in Poplar Plains, Fleming 
county, effected his 
asylum some time 
Coroner Davis, in 
learned that about 
man was seen walking alone th e track 
in the direction of Pari?, by a foreman 
of a sectionj crew at Hutchison, who 
said »l.e man gave slight evidence of 
being ill, but as he did nut ask for 
assistance, and seemed disinclined to 
converge with the foreman, no further 
attention was ps.id him. 

The opinion is that after making his 
escape from the asylum. Hamilton 
started in the direction cf his home. 
When almost overcome by the extreme 
heat he made his way alontr the side of 
the track until he reached the Jspot 
where his body was found. 

Superintendent Dr. C. A. Nevitt. of 
the asylum, accomuanied by H, W. 
Satterwhite, an attendant, came to 
Paris at four o'clock yesterday after- 
noon and identified the body as being 
that of Hamilton. Coroner Davis im- 
mediately communicated with Michael 
Hamilton, a brother of the dead man, 
in Fleming county, and he will arrive 
here this morning to take charge of 
the remains andjeniove them to his 
home for burial." Hamilton had been 
an inmate of the asylum since the first 
of February. He is survived by his. 
wife and several children. 

After conducting an investigation 
yesterday morning Coroner Davis de- 
cided that the man died of sunstroke.

1,100 Prisoners Paroled. 

During the Tpast twelve years the 
State Prison Commission has paroled 
1J00 convicts nearly the entire popu- 
lation of iheFrankfort penitentiary and 
nearly twice the population of the 
Eddyville penitentiary. 

The first Prison Commission was cre- 
ated in 1900 and paroled 207 convicts 
before the Prison Commission compris- 
ing Eli Hiown, Harvey McCutcheon 
and Finiev Foge went into office 
March 1, 1904. 

Since that time 893 convicts have 
been paroled. MM of whom were con- 
victed for murder and 274 fcr'man- 
slaujrhter. 

During the life of the Prison Com- 
mission there have been 354 ccnvicts 
convicted of rojrder and 362 convicted 
of manslaughter to be paroled.

"Sir:— Your attention is called to 
amended parargaphs 3. section 436, of 
the Postal laws and Regulations, ap- 
pearing in the December, 1911, Postal 
Guide, reading as follows: 

" 'The right of publishers to extend 
in good faith credit on subscriptions is 
recognized, and will not be abridged, 
and although all subscrintions are re- 
garded as expiring with the period of 
which they were obtained nevertheless, 
in order to give an opportunity to se- 
cure a renewal, copies of their publi- 
cation will be accepted for mailing as 
to subscribers at the usual second- 
class rates of postage for a period of 
one year from the date of expiration ; 
but conies sent to persons after one 
year from the date of the expiration 
of their subscriptions, unless such 
subscrintions be expressly renewed for 
a dtfinitet time, together with an 
actual nayment of subscriptions or a 
bona-tide promise of payment, will not 
be accepted at the pound rate, but will 
be accented at the transient second- 
class rate nf one cent for each four 
ounces or fraction thereof, prepaid bv 
stamps affixed.

When an opinion is 
needed, "the county superintendent is 
the proper person to'ask for \ n opinion 
from the State office. When this is 
done, he can give Loth sides of the 
question and the State office can render 
an intelligent opinion. Strictly speak 
ing, I have no authority to uive an 
opinion, except on an appeal from the 
decision of the countv superintendent 
or upon his re juest. 1 desire to mal e 
this Bppeal to al! teachers and trus- 
tees, to submit your questions first to 
the countv superintendent, who is 'he 
proper person to decide all qosstons of 
tne difference and doubt regarding the 
schools of has county.

B Laws to improve the rivers and 
pi event floods. 

10— Restriction of the judiciary to 
its proper functions. 

11— -Philippine independence, and 
territorial government for Alaska. 
Trial by jury in cases of indirect con- 
tempt. Encouragement of the mer- 
chant marine, but no subsidies. Parcels 
post and postal express and extension 
of rural delivery.

Scientists Seeking Relics in Nevada 
Also Uncover Remains of Prehis- 
toric Camel and Dog. 

Reno, Nev. — Marvelous discoveries 
of prehistoric mammals in the shale 
fields on the desert 28 miles east of 
Mina, Nev., are announced as the re- 
sult of the explorations of Prof. Law- 
rence Eaker of the department of geo- 
logical research of the University of 
California. Professor Baker is assist- 
ed in his researches by Prof. Buwaldo, 
also of the university faculty. 

The investigations disclose the fact 
that the region about Mina was once 
an immense body of tropical water. 
The bones of a three-toed horse, about 
the size of a lamb, have been unearth- 
ed. The teeth, well preserved, and the 
entire remains of a prehistoric dog 
have been brought to light. It Is be- 
lieved that this animal lived at least 
five million or six million years ago. 
The scientists say that the fields about 
Mina are the most marvelous in the 
world. 

Fossils eighteen feet high are to be 
seen cropping out in the heart of the 
desert miles away from any human 
life. In the vicinity is a bed of pure 
carbonate of magnesia, which assays 
show runs 97 per cent. 

The remains of fish are to be seen 
sticking out of the banks. The pro- 
fessors are bending their efforts to 
obtain specimens of mammals. The 
remains of an extinct camel, dating 
from the miocene period, have been 
obtained. 

Effort is being made to obtain speci- 
I mens of the water lizard, believed to 
' be the oldest known form of animal 
! life. Fish many feet in length are 
j to be seen and every indication points 
I to the fact that the remains, so per- 
| feetly preserved, belong to a period at 
j least five million years ago. Along 
j the southern edge of the desert, which 
b< lieved to have been a lake at one 
five, there has been discovered coal 
of a high qualit3'. 

An eastern syndicate owns the prop- 
erty upon which the discoveries have 
been made. They acquired the land 
to work the magnesia deposits and 
: a1?o to prospect for gold, which is 
f innd in nearby sections. Permission 
v. as granted the scientists by the lo- 
cal manager to study and take speci- 
. mens of the relics. 

An effort will be made to have the 
! Smithsonian Institution send an ex- 
; pedition to make a thorough study, as 
it did of the mammoth tracks discov- 
ered in the yard of the state peniten- 
, tiary.

Fiscal Court Favors Tractor 
Trailers. 

With a view of establishing an 
economical "system of road building to 
imDrove the condition of the roads of 
Bourbon county at a cost much less 
than that which is reauire l Ly bids, 
the Bourbon Fiscal Court at a special 
meeting held Friday discussed the 
question of buying road machinerv 
with which the county will build its 
own turnpikes. 

At the meeting Squires J. J. Red- 
mon, J. N Shropshire and E p 
Thomason, who were appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the workings of 
road building machinery, and who 
recently returned from a trio of in- 
spection to Columbus. 0.. made their 
report, which was to the effect that 
the committee was greatly increased 
with the iron wagon trailer system for 
hauling rock, and while no decision 
was reached it is probable the report 
of the committee will be accepted and 
in the future the court will ask for 
nids upon twelve wagons and a traction 
engine. 

It is said the system saves about one- 
thud in hauling, as one of the iron 
wagons wdi hold us muzh as three or 
tour two-hone vagoni of the oi

effectively mother places, is to" hs 
six wagons at the rock crusher being 
loaded, while the traction engine 
makes a.trip with the remainder and 
JWP its return the other six are load- 
ed. By this method of oDeration it is 
claimed a rock crusher is never de- 
layed by the absence of wagons and 
the vehicles are easily unloaded. 

Bourbon county already owns a num- 
ber of good rock quarries while many 
others have been ouened on leased 
giounu at an annual rental. It has 
been sugested that the county buy 
ground for rock quarries in different 
sections of the countv and at points 
that could be worked to advantage.

—Frank Bury, of near Centervllie, 
sold to Ham Bros., of Geogetown, 80 
head of lambs, at 7 cents. 

—Nicholas county hens are on a 
strike, and eggs are reported scarcer 
than at any time since the scarcity 
last wniter. 

Harrison county is to have an- 
other loose leaf tobacco market, mak- 
ing three that will be in operation 
when the tobacco market cnens next 
fall. 

—Hon. Cassius M. Clay, of near 
Paris, sold this week to Joseph Frakes 
two hundred lambs at 7 cents The 
lambs were shipped to Jersey City, 
Thursday evening. 

—Farmers of near Licking, Nicholas 
county, are this year raising over 100 
acres of tomatoes. One cannery is al- 
ready established and anotherjs being 
installed. Plans are made for the can- 
ning of thousands of cans of tomatoes. 

-In the face of the efforts of Col. 
G. K. Keller to exterminate the pests 
rats are said to be slaying chickens in 
Carlisle, aid other sections of Nicholas 
county. Hundreds of chickens have 
been reported killed in one night. A 
special rat killing day will. probably be 
celebrated there soon.

Contritions of all crops were materi- 
ally better on July 1 than on the Bame 
date last year. The crop reporting 
beard estimates they are 5.9 per cent, 
better. Comparing their condition 
with the average of recent years, it is 
s miewhat lower, about. 1.2 per cent. 

The area planted to the impoitant 
crons— corn, wheat, oats, barley, po- 
tatoes, tobacco, flax, rice and cotton - 
is estimated at fullv 241 ,1., 5. 000 acres. I 
While this aggregate area is 1.8 less 
than the area ot the same cods last 
year, it is 1.9 per cent, greater than in 
1910, ana G.9 per eont. greater than 
in 1909. 

— Taken as a whole, the report of the 
| crop conditions in Kentucky, made by 
Commissioner of Agriculture Newman, 
j shows that the conditions for July aie 
nun brighter than were the indi- 
; cations for June. The renort shows 
j the condition of corn to be 84 1-2 per 
j cent, of an average crop; oats, 92 1-2 
| per cent, of an average crop ; wheat 
92 1-2 per cent. The estimated yield 
per acre of wheat is 10. 2-10 bushels; 
that of rye is 12 1-2 bushels, and while 
but little barley is grown in'Kentucky, 
it shows an average yield of about 
26 2-10 bushels to the acre. Last 
month the rapcrts were 91 per cent, of 
dark tobacco transplanted on June 1, 
and the present condition of same is 
reported as being about 90 per cent. 
While the hurley section transplanted 
only 51 per cent, of its cron, its con- 
dition is about 8b per cent. The 
average of the fruit crop is summed 
up as follows : Apples, 75 per cent.; 
Deaches. 70 per cen*. ; pears, 70 per 
cnt. ; plums, 89 1-2 per cent. ; grapes. 
91 per cent.

mers throughout Central Kentucky 
much uneainess lest the wheat croD, 
which has been cut and now in the 
shock, be greatly damaged by the 
water penetrating the stock and rot- 
ting the grain. While the wh*»at crop 
is hardly an average one in acreage 
the^quality of the cereal is prounounced 
excellent, but unless the continuous 
rains cease, to allow time for thresh- 
ing much'of it it is feared will be 
ruined, in the shock. Very few far- 
mers in the Bluegrass counties have 
threshed their wheat yet, the rainy 
sDell coming on just at the time when 
they were preparing to thresh the crop 
and get it in the grainery. The oats 
crop which is reported to be one of the 
best grown in Central Kentucky in 
years, and which is now about readv 
to harvest, is also in grave danger of 
taking a second growth from the ex- 
cessive moisture, and many farmers 
who have a large acreage of this valu- 
able feeding crop are feeling blue over 
the outlook and are hoping that the 
weather clerk will abate the continous 
showers long enough for the oats to be 
harvested and safely housed-.

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death. Ever since his retirement 
from the office of Sheriff in January, 
1910. he has been practically an inva- 
lid, though; able to conduct business 
actively until last December, when 
with his wife he went to Florida, 
hoping that the atmosphere ot the 
Southern climate might give to him 
the long-nedetd relief. This, how- 
ever, did not come, and he returned in 
May in a worse condition phjsically 
than when he left home, and since that 
time has been confined to his Ltd al- 
most continuously. 

He belongs to one of the stalwart 
and sturdy families of Kentucky, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Clarke, of 
Fleming county, and one of several 
children, two of whom survive. One 
brother, Mr. J. S. Clarke, of Millers- 
burg, and one sister, Mrs. Robinson, 
of Missouri, also survive. When quite 
young his father moved to Mason 
county, and Mr. Clarke thowed the 
sturdy qualities which have since 
characterized him as a high type of a 
gentleman, loyal citizen and business 
man, when he dentified himself with 
the "lost cause", and became a Con- 
federate soldier. 

He was under Col. Breckinridge, in 
the Ninth Kentucky Cavalry, ar.dfcr 
tour years Buffered with his comrades 
-all the privations of war. When this 
bitter struggle had ended he returned 
home. 

All during his life ho has been a 
devout Christian, a member of the 
Baptist church, and a great part of 
the time an officer in this rciitikus 
body. After the war he began life as 
a youn« farmer near Ma.vslick, and 
scon afterward was united in mani 
age to Miss Elizabeth ball, at Sardis. 
This married life was a long, happy 
one, and they are the parents of five 
children, all of whom survive, two 
daughters, Mis. W. C. Leer, of 
Millersburg. and Mrs. Robert Boone, 
of Texas; three sons, J. S. Clarke, of 
Camel ellsvilie, J. W. .Clarke, of Lex- 
ingtcn, and Lacey Clarke, oi Millers- 
burg. 

In lhSU he purchased a farm near 
Millersburg, which is now owned by 
Air. W. If. Lay son, moved to it, occu- 
pying it for a number of years, and 
durii.g the time was identified with a 
number of other pursuits. He soon 
became a mprr.bsr ct the firm c;f Ball, 
Ibomasoo & C;)., dealers h: leaf to- 
bacco, and in this was successful. 
Later with Mr. If. H. Current as part- 
ner he purchased the business of Mr. 
Jas. If, Collier, and it was while con- 
' r.e:ted with this firm he secured a 
position as traveling solicitor for the 
Cincinnati Globe Leaf Tobacco Ware- 
house. 

Mr. Clarke traveled throughout Cen- 
tral and Northern Kentucky and 
Southern Ohio, ami brought mote busi- 
ness to. his company than any other 
I man either ptiof to or since his time. 
■ 'iiiis he continued ui.'tii re wa^ elected 
[deputy »heriff in 1901. The business 
j firm of Current Clarke was after 
| ward changed to Ciaike & Wiliom, 
| they after a time disposing of the 
business to Stewart & Cullier. 

Mr. Clarke, being one of the best- 
Unown men of Buurbn county, as weii 
as one of the most popular, has often 
been solicited to iun for oliice, and 
many times declined. It was not until 
1901 that, through the solicitation of 
his fiierds he was finallv prevailed 
upon to run on Ibc ticket with Mr. W. 
v>. ttitcneil. ot tariff, si c.ecut.y 
M.ci'. fi;. It ai as a memorable campaign, 
and these gentlemen came out with 
flying colors. In 1905 Mr. Ciarke 
went to the head ot the ticket, and 
again another memorarjle campaign 
was foucbt, with equally geod results. 
He made one of the best officers the 
ccunty ever had, and he lived to hear 
his praises sung in one grand chorus 
made ud of many voices in all parts of 
i he county. 

Kather early in life Mr. Clarke 
identified himself with the Masonic 
fraternity and was a member of 
Amity Lodge No. 40 at the time of his 
death. After disposing cf his farm 
near town he moved to Millersburg 
and was successful in a number of real 
estate deals. He first occupied a home 
} belonging to the firm of Current & 
Clarke and later purchased the proper- 
ty now occupied by Mr. U. S. G. Pep- 
per. During the panic of 1893-1896 he j 
purchased the property now owned and I 
occupied by Mr. O. M. Johnson and 
family, occupying the same until he 
mcveu t ' P ris in 1902.
